The heavy offensive launched yes- 
terday by the British north of the 
Somme, the most powerful in weeks, 
v/as successful in gaining ground along 
the entire line except immediately op- 
posite Ginchy, where the 
Germans 
clung on desperately, 
today's 
dis- 
patches indicate. The most important 
points gained were the villages of 
Courcelette, east of Thiepval, Martin- 
puich, 
south of 
the Pozieres—Ba- 
paume road, and Fleres, two miles 
north of Ginchy. These three villages 
are now completely in possession of 
the British, London announces today.

. .In Dobrudja, southern Rumania, the 
Bulgarians, Turks and Germans have 
won a decisive success against the Ru- 
manians and Russias, Field Marshal 
von. Mackensen .reports. . The .an- 
nouncement is contained in a telegram 
sent by Emperor William to the em- 
press. 
Recent reports from the cap- 
itals of the central powers have in- 
dicated a steady advance for their 
troops in their Dobrudja invasion. 


Petrograd reports the situation in 
the Russian and Galician war theaters 
unchanged. 


Dispatches from Athens announce 
that M. Callagyvrepoulos, a lawyer 
and a member of the former Theoto- 
kis cabinet has been summoned by 
King Constantine to his residence at 
Tatoi and indicate that the former 
minister has been intrusted with the 
formation of a new Greek cabinet.

Porter has watched the growth of 
Fort Wayne from the days when it 
clustered about the Johns' grist mill,

brick 
house built in the city in 1856. It was 
on Columbia street, near Calhoun, and 
belonged to a family named Arter. 


It was given Porter to know the full 
history of the St. Mary'l canal from 
its inception, its building, the 
days 
when it teemed with the commerce of 
the middle west and when 
It was 
abandoned. 
Porter's father helped to 
build the canal. 


This remarkable old man stays In 
the home of his aon-ln-law, I. S. By- 
ers, seven miles from Fort Wayne on 
the St. Joe road, on the farm where 
Porter settled with his parents in 1833 
when they came to Allen county from

Palavicini Speaks as Un- 
oificial Representative of 
Carranza. 


Mexico City, Sept. 16.—Militarism was 
opposed and universal military training 
advocated in a Mexican independence day 
celebration speech here today by Pelix 
Palavicini, minister of public instruction 
in the de facto government. 
Palavicini 
spoke as the unofficial representative of 
Gen. Carranza, fu-st chief of the consti- 
tutionalist government.

Dash of Congress Stirring 
Event in History of 
Coast Shipping. 


Marshfield, Ore,, Sept, 16.—The race 
against death of th© liner Congress 
when that ship caught fire late Thurs- 
day, was one of the most stirring 
events in the history of Pacific coast 
shipping, according to the ofRcer of 
the vessel here today. As soon as the 
seriousness of the Are became known 
the ship's 
bow was 
turned toward 
Coos Bay with full steam ahead. 
De- 
spite the efforts of the crew, the fire 
gained lîteadway and the smoke belched 
forth from every portion in Increasing 
volume. 
On 
the 
bridge 
Captain 
Cousins, a veteran navigator, stood 
calmly 
issuing 
orders 
and 
calling 
down reassurances to the terrified pas- 
sengers. 


Mrs. Margaret Reig, of New Orleans, 
suddenly feeling the soles of her feet 
warmed by the blistering deck, became 
hysterical with terror. 


"Madame, there is no danger," Cap- 
tain Cousins called to her. "All of you 
•will be landed safely." 


Just as he spoke a sweating man ap- 
peared from below and reported that 
Chief Engineer Martland had disap- 
peared and one of his assistants bad 
been overcome. 


"Find Martland and keep full steam 
ahead," replied Cousins. 


Martland was found and brought 
unconscious to the bridge. 
When he 
had partly recovered he would havo 
returned 
to 
his 
post 
had Captain 
Cousins permitted. 


When the dredge Michie, then ap- 
proaching 
the 
Congress, 
blew 
four 
blasts. Captain Cousins ordered three 
blown in reply, but the last of these 
failed to sound, for steam was dying 
in the boilers. By that time the Con- 
gress had dropped anchor and the life 
boats were lowered on the port side. 


Women and children were the first 
to enter the boats. 
One man found 
hidden beneath the seat of a lifeboat 
as it was being lowered was yanked 
out roughly by a sailor. 


By the time the first boatload got 
away the Congress was a smoking 
volcano. 


Not until about half of those aboard 
had been transferred to the Michie did 
flames appear above decks. Then from 
a score of ventilators and portholes to- 
ward the stern tongue of fire leaped 
forth. One-tenth of the crew were still 
on the Congress when there came a 
puff from the heart ot the ship and in 
an instant flames were curling about 
her from stem to stern. 


Captain Cousins was in the last boat 
to leave. 
Cheers for the commander 
and his crew went up from the anxious 
watchers crowding the deck of the 
Michie when the boat 
was 
sighted 
emerging from the pall of smoke that 
hid the Congress.

Organized attempts of certain prune 
growers in the northwest to inflate tho 
demand for prunes by spreading abroad 
the statement that there will be a fam- 
ine in that fruit this year have failed 
to frighten any of Fort Wayne's com- 
mission men or grocers. 
Newspapers in 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Omaha and other 
western points have lately published 
interviews with representatives of the 
prune industry in the northwest, pre- 
diciing a big scarcity of this sycculent 
article of diet, because of an alleged kill- 
ing frost in Idaho. 


Local merchants declare that these 
reports are imtrue and that they have 
been spread with deliberately dishonest 
and selfish motives. 
The same tactics 
so often applied to the stock market are. 
now being applied to prunes.

There is no few to protect lipuse- 
wives from being swindled by 
shert, 
weight in buying peaches. City Sealer 
C. B. Tolan has found after searching 
the records and consultation with the 
city attorney. 


Tolan observes that petty 
dealers 
have set up stands on several corners 
and are selling 
peaches 
which have 
been "faced." By the "facing" process 
six baskets of peaches can be made 
from five well packed bushel baskets. 
The original bushel baskets are emp- 
tied and the peaches placed 
loosely 
into the other measures. 
The prac- 
tice has become so prevalent that it 
is a nuisance, Tolan says. 


The state law, which governs 
the 
weight of n ^ r l y all kinds of fruit and 
grain, does not mention pea'cheg. Tolan 
cannot prosecute 
the 
small 
dealers 
therefor. 
He asks housewives to be 
careful in buying peaches, 
hpwever, 
as nearly a fifth of a bushel is lost by 
the "facing" method. 


Tolan expects to ask that a local 
ordinance be passed by the city council 
to govern weight of peachçs sold in the 
city. 
The law will be partially inef- 
fective, however, if carried, he. says, 
because it cannot govern the sale of 
peaches brought from another 
state. 
Only a state law can do that. 
A bill 
introduced in the state legislature two 
years ago to include peaches and sev- 
eral other products to the list of reg- 
ulated goods was lost. 


There is little attempt to give short 
weight on other fruits sold in Fort 
Wayne. Tolan says, because peddlera 
fear the state law. 
They take un- 
bounded liberties in sale of peaches 
because 
they know 
they 
cannot 
be 
handled in the courts, he says.

HURLEY URGES ACIN 


BYNEIMNTMAK 


Declares Newspapers Must 
Have Relief from Pres- 
ent Situation. 


Washington, Sept. 16.—Chairman Hur- 
ley, of the federal trade commission to- 
day made public a statement he deliv- 
ered Thursday to a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the News 
Print 
Manufacturers' association in New York 
wliich met to consider the commission's 
proposal for means to protect 
smaller 
newspaper publishers who are dependent 
on the open market for their print paper 
and who are in danger of being cut off 
from their supply. 


"I cannot impress upon you too strong- 
ly," said Chairman Hiirley, "the critical 
situation now confronting these smaller 
dailies and weeklies who have built up a 
circulation of a few hundred or a few 
thousand subscribers on basis of an out- 
lay for i>a])or from two to three cents a 
jjound and who are now obliged to pay in 
many cases more than six cents. 


"In fairness I should say that such 
unreasonable and burdensome prices are 
usually for sales through jobbers who in 
some instances appear to be making ex- 
ceptional profits. 


"You may say that this is none of your 
concern that you are not a party to such 
conditions and have no responsibility in 
the matter. It is to your interest as well 
as to the interest of the public that the 
newspapers of the country be prevented 
from suspending publication on accotint 
of paper shortage or prohibitive prices. 
The commission has no power or desire 
to compel such action but feels that it 
has a duty imposed upon it by congress 
to use its good offices in behalf of the 
publishers who do not have contracts and 
are therefore dependent upon the mar- 
ket, 


-riio reason Avhy such high prices can 
be charged is simply that the unpro- 
tected publisher has but one source of 
supply and tiiat is sometimes uncertain. 
No one but the mill or dealer whom he 
lias been paironizing will sell him a 
pound of paper. 
It occurs to me that 
to remedy the situation it is necessary 
for a number of the larger compaines in 
your association to create reserve stocks 
of paper which Avill be offered in tlie 
open market to publishers needing help 
at a reasonable price. It would not re- 
quire a very large stock to control the 
situation. 


"The important question is how can 
the companies who wish to co-operate 
with the commission in this work pro- 
cure a suflRcient reserve stock of paper 
to make the plan efi'ective. 
The com- 
mission has already 
made two sugges- 
tions to this end. 


"1—Working a number of mills each 
alternate Sunday or for an extra shift 
each Sunday, if this can be done and. 


"2—Changing 
machines 
temporarily 
from other grades to news print, which 
involves the question of relative profits 
of different grades of paper. 


"A third suggestion has been made 
by a member of your commission that 
-such manufacturers, with the consent 
of the publishers, supplied by them un- 
der contract, make a pro rata distri- 
bution of their output so as to obtain 
a surphis quantity to use as a reserve."

H e lays this to what he calls "the 


law of averages," and decides that luck Is sup- 


posed to, and probably does, average up in the 


long run, but does not average up every 
ten 


minutes or half an hour. 
So he concludes with 


the advice: Sit tight while your luck is bad. 


J a m e s J. Corbett, the former champion heavy- 


weight, is a firm believer in luck being a definite

count of the battle of Waterloo, It seems cer- 


tain that the arrival of Bluecher's forces w a s 


a t a time when Napoleon w a s at least holding 


his OAvn. 


Lord Robert Clive, whose name will always be 


linked w i t h , t h e conquest ot British India, be- 


lieved firmly in luck, both good and bad. So de- 


pressed did he become over the sequence 
of 


misfortune that followed him, that he tried to 


commit suicide by twice snapping a pistol at 


his head.

He w a s fragile and delicate, small 


and slight In stature and BO dlffldent and re- 


tiring in manner as to create the Impression of 


tlmjdity. 
Ho w a s nervous and excitable when 


he w a s placing his huge bets, and in watching 


a race his hands often shook so that he could 


scarcely hold his glasses. 


Riley Grannan w a s a self-coufldent, energetic, 


well-developed 
fellow, 
fond 
of 
badinage 
and 


conversation, never sick, able to hold his own 


in a rough-and-tumble fight, and apparently ut- 


terly without a nervous system. 
Like Smith, he 


started his career practically without money. 


In 1893, when match races were pormltted*<toy 


the Eastern Jockey Club—they later fell under 


the ban—the two best 3-year-olds on the Eastern 


turf were Domino and Henry of Navarre. 
D o m - 


ino was owned by the late James R. Keene and 


has since founded the great family of 
racers 


from which such horses a s Commando, Colin and 


Celt descended. 


Henry of Navarre w a s owned by Byron Mc- 


Clelland of Kentucky, and has also founded a 


great strain of race horses. 
Domino had never 


been beaten up to the time of his match race, 


and, at distances shorter than a mile and 
a 


quarter, was regarded a s invincible. 
Henry of 


Navarre had not had such a striking career, but 


his owner always insisted that the change of 


climate when he shipped 
the colt East 
from 


Kentucky had somewhat affected his early form. 


W h e n Henry of Navarre wa? in shape, he said, 


no colt in the world could beat him. 


Riley Grannan w a s equally confident that his 


friend's horse could not be beaten. 
Talk of the 


merits of the pair finally resulted in what w a s 


probably 
the 
greatest 
match 
race 
ever. run. 


Domino was an overwhelming favorite, the big 


Eastern bettors refusing to concede a chance to 


the Western colt. 


O r a n n a n s t a r t e d a book on the race. T h e open- 
ing odds were 1 to 2 Domino and 7 to r> a g a i n s t 
Jlonry of N a v a r r e . 
G r a n n a n did not lay a g a i n s t 
H e n r y 
of N a v a r r e , 
b u t 
chalked 
up 
Domino's 
n a m e a n d yelled: 
"Come on, boys! H e r e ' s 3 to r.!" 


Stands to Lose $90,000 


A 
HUSH resulted which nearly swept him off 
the block. 
H e Is said to have -taken 
in 
more than $1G0,000 before the horses went 
to 
t h e post and stood to lose 190,000 If Domino's 
black 
nose 
finished 
in 
front of 
the 
chestnut 
muzzle of Henry of Navarre. 


In the most magnificent 
finish 
ever seen 
at 
that track, the 3-year-olds ran a dead heat, the 
Judges being unable to separate them. 
As bets 
are split in a dead heqit, every man who had bet 
$100 on Domino in the hope of winning $60. only 
received back ?S0. 
Grannan thus made ?-'0 on 
every $100 bet with him, or a total of about 
$30,000 In his book. 
He had bet money in 510,- 
000 wagers all over the ring, getting an average 
of slightly better than 7 to 5 for it. 
Even at 
the latter 
figure, 
for every $100 he put up, he 
drew down $120, 


His winnings on the race are said to 
have 
been close to $100,000. 
During the race Gran» 
nan continued to receive money until the horses 
were at the half-mile post, then stopped 
and 
watched them without a sign of emotion. While 
the crowd w a s yelling itself hoarse as the colts 
drew near the 
finish, 
Grannan remarked calm- 
ly: 


"If Domino hadn't been allowed to take that 
early lead, 
he would have been 
beaten 
right 
now," 


A curious feature of this race w a s that some 
bookmakers, confident that Domino would win, 
barred him in their books and laid 8 to 5 against 
Henry of Navarre. 
Some shrewd bettors, 
who 
had placed thousands on Domino, in Grannan's 
book saw 
a chance 
for sure money, so 
they 
wagered on Henry of Navarre as well, getting 
3 to 5 against Domino and 8 to 5 against Henry 
of Navarre.

$11 w a s laid against it and they stood to win, no 
matter which horse was 
first. 


Pittsburg Phil made just a s large a killing on 
his own 
horse. King Cadmus, bul there 
w a s 
nothing spectacular about It.

s a w the nervous figtjre holding a shaking pair 
of field glasses to his eyes. Imagined that when 
King Cadmus crossed 
the line 
first 
it 
meant 
$100,000 to the quiet man beside them. 


Smith w a s always the same retiring, nervous 
man. 
So phenomenal were his winnings that he 


himself realized he was under the most careful 
scrutiny of the jockey club. 
No hint of 
a n y 
crookedness ever attached 
to his work, 
how- 
ever. 
Grannan w a s also closely w^atched but 
w a s never connected with turf scandal. 


Both 
men, 
of 
distinctly 
opposite 
tempera- 
ments and attributes, were followed throughout 
their careers by what can only be termed luck 
of the most pronounced sort. 


System Proves Failure 


S 
OME years ago a professor of 
mathematics 
at Oxford University In England, 
reading 
of the "systems" that were exploited to beat the 
g a m e at Monte Carlo, took up the matter of 
working out a gambling scheme for his 
own 
amusement. 
Being Ignorant of the rules gov- 
erning the tables at Monaco he did not realize 
that a limit prevented any "doubling up" sys- 
tem being followed. 
But his method did 
not 
provide for doubling each bet in case of loss. 


H e found by reading the accounts of runs on 
various colors, or on the odd or even numbers, 
that sequences of eight or ten on black or red 
were not uncommon. 
So that If the minimum 
bet of 5 francs—about $1.20—was placed on a 
color and doubled each time in case of loss, It 
would take a large sum to double up on 
the 
final 
bet. 
Moreover, statistics show that occa- 
sicM.'ally there are runs of one color coming up 
t.hi'.teen or fourteen times and that the record 
lun at Monte Carlo w a s a sequence of twenty- 
sever. on the black. 


So he developed a system which he called the 
' infallible'' system and which depended upon a 
regulhr Increase or decrease In iSettlng. 


A schedule w a s kept on which were the num- 
bers 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5. 
The initial bet consisted 
/of six units, 5-franc chips, for instance. 
If a 
win w a s scored, the 1 and 5 were struck from the 
list and another bet of 6 made. 
If this won, the 
S and 4 were stricken from the list and 3 chips 
wagered. 
If this won. It closed the series and 
showed a winning of 15 chips, 
f h e n the series 
was started anew. 


In case the first bet lost, the number 6 w a s 
a'dded to the schedule and the next bet. de- 
termined 
by adding the end numbers of 
the 
schedule, would be seven chips. 
If this lost, the 
number 1 w a s written at the end and the num- 
biirs on the extremities added as before. 
The 
r e x t bet would be eight chips. 
If this won, 7 
and 1 were stricken from the schedule, leaving 
the extreme numbers 2 and 6, thus calling for 
another bet of eight chips. 
The next bet would 
be 5 and 3, or eight chips. 
The final bet of 4 
would complete the series. 
Ever>' completion 


Odds Are Progressive 


T 
H E much-heralded attempts of the earl of 
Kosslyn to break the bank at Monte Carlo 
in 1913, wherein he was backed by a Britisl» 
syndicate, was another case of playing math«- 
nmtics 
against 
gambling 
luck. 
An 
English 
mathematician, 
in 
figuring 
out 
the 
law» 
of 
chsnce, decided that the od<^ in an even bet—, 
such ns tossing up a coin for heads or tails, or 
cutting a pack of cards for red or black, odd or 
even—Increased progressively. 
That Is, that th« 
ouds against winning or losing were even th« 
first 
attempt, 2 to 1 against winning twice Itt 
succession 
and C to 1 against winning 
thre* 
times in succession. 
His formula of percentsg« 
was 1x2x3x4 and sc on. 
Thus the odds against 
winning four times" in succession with an eve.n 
break would be 24 to 1. 


This percentage of chances w a s »nrinted,» i » 
essentially the same form, more than a century - 
ago, and it may be of interest to note that the 
chief reason for playing the "temo" or thi«« 
numbers in the Italian lotteries, and for bettlns 
.jn three numbers Uke the classic 4-11-44, In 
some policy numbers, is the belief which gained 
currency that while betting on three numbers 
the odds were in favor of the player. 


It can be readily understood that if a dollar 
is laid upon the board and three succesaiv» w l M 
are scored, the gambler wins $7. 


The first bet will give him a dollar In win- 
nings, which makes $2 on the board; the aeeond 
win leaves $4 on the board, and the third leave* • 
$8 on the board—his original dollar and |T In 
winning. Thus, while the accepted odds against 
winning were 6 to 1, It seemed as If the l a m - 
bler would get 7 to 1. 


The syndicate 
figured 
out that by playln« 
• 
series of three numbers the odds would be In 
their favor. 
They recognized the fact that th« 
percentage in favor of the Monte Carlo WIIMI» 
which has but a single zero, is about .Ot | w r 
cent on each play. 
But singularly enough, th«y 
decidèd that the percentage ii^ three play* WftS 
to be found by multiplying .03 by Itself t h r l o ^ 
.03x.03x.03—which amounted to .27 per.oent, a n i 
still left a margin In favor of the player. 


If there is any foundation whatever for thè 
estimated odds, it can be seen tbat the per- 
centage would also Increase against them to th* 
- 
extent of .03x.06x.09, or 1.62 per cent, 
which 
^ would throw the chances decidedly in t^yqr o^ 
the bank.

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Observations Made From Egg-Laying Contests 


Some Lessons Learned From the National Eggr-Laying Contest at the Mis- 
souri State Poultry Experiment Station, Together With the Results 
of Some Outside Tests Bearing On the Same. 


Wltb the progress of civilization and 
as the country becomes more thickly 
populated the methods of farming are 
changing from the extensive to the in- 
tensive, and as this change takes place 
It Is natural that the attention of the 
farmer Is turned to quality as well as 
quantity. 
This rule applies to poultry 
the same as any other farm product. 


The first step to improve the quality 
of poultry was the poultry show. 
The 
poultry show has done much to estab- 
lish certain characteristics in poultry, 
such as size, shape, color, head points, 
etc., but the show had little or nothing 
to do with egg production, which, to 
the general public, is just as important 
as the show points. 


Following the poultry sho-ws, but on 
a parallel with them, were the egg- 


A Good Layer. 


laying contests. In a poultry show one 
learns the points in which one bird ex- 
cels another from an exhibition stand- 
point, but the lessons learned in an 
egg-laying contest are of a different 
nature. 
These lessons deal with egg 
production, housing, feeding, etc. 


First PiiUets to Lay. 


Some b r e e d e r s contend t h a t t h e first 
pullets to lay m a k e t h e best egg 
pro- 
ducers. 
In o r d e r to try this test, t h e 
pullets In each pen were t a k e n as 
a 
flock, 
f o r in m o s t cases t h e y w e i e the 
s a m e age. 


T h e o r d e r In w h i c h t h e y began lay- 
ing a n d t h e n u m b e r of egg.s p r o d u c e d 
by each hen a r e as follows:

I t m u s t be borne In m i n d t h a t 
the

in egg production, but t h e first h e n in 
each pen to lay a v e r a g e d 39 p e r c e n t 
m o r e eggs in t h e y e a r t h a t t h e last one 
to lay. 
[nfluence of Charts of Climate on Egg 
Production. 


Many questions have been asked in 
regard to the Influence of the change 
of climate on egg pVoduction and what 
effect is produced by shipping hens 
from the north to the south or from 
the south to the north. 


At first thought one would think 
that the relation of the hen to climate 
would be the same as the relation of a 
plant <;o climate. 
For example some 
claim that It makes a difference with 
crops as to whether they get seed from 
the north or the south and that to ship 
hens either north or south would have 
the same Influence, but after giving 


the subject much thought we think we 
should not compare the two for the 
reason that the hen continues her 
growth and development throughout 
the entire year, and her reproductive 
powers are not limited to certain sea- 
sons as with plants. 
We not® that 
good egg yields are recorded in the 
north during any one season and about 
the same records are made in the 
south at the same time, and hens sent 
from either place to the Experiment 
Station are on about an equality in this 
respect. 


The pens from Africa, New Zealand 
and Australia were handicapped be- 
cause they came from the southern 
hemisphere, and in-order to reach here 
by November first they had to leave 
during their spring season and come 
Immediately into our fall, the seasons 
being exactly opposite. 
For this rea- 
son they were necessarily hens or pul- 
lets developed in the winter, but in 
spite of all that they were not at the 
bottom of the list so far as climate Is 
concerned. The records in this contest 
indicate that a change of climate hae 
a temporary eifect upon egg produc- 
tion, but where kept for an entire year 
in one place after the change it makes 
little difference as to the kind of a 
climate from which the hens come. 
Much more depends upon the breed- 
ing. 


We should always consider records 
of more value than theories, so we are 
giving the record for last year, which 
In a general way tells something of 
the latitude the birds came from. 


All hens from the latitude of British 
Columbia averaged 161 eggs; Michi- 
gan. to Massachusetts, 142; Iowa to 
Pennsylvania, 166; Missouri to Vir- 
ginia, 168; Arkansas to Alabama, 165; 
and Texas, 170, while the pens com- 
ing from South Africa, New Zealand 
and Australia averaged 145 eggs. 


Breastbone Test. 


In order to find out the influence of 
crooked breastbones on egg produc- 
tion, the same comparison was made 
by dividing the hens into three classes, 
as 
follows: 
Straight 
breastbones, 
slightly crooked and decidedly crooked 
breastbones. 


It was found that the hens with 
straight bones laid the highest average 
number of eggs, and considered at 100 
per cent, tho hens with slightly crooked 
breastbone laid 91% and the ones 
with 
decidedly crooked 
breastbones 
avoraged 68 per cent. 


Tlie Industrious Hens. 


While we have no definite data on 
the time each hen went to roost or 
came from the roost, yet observations 
of certain hens lead us to believe that 
the best layer Is the hen which is busy 
both early and late. 
We are not sure 
which expression is correct, "The busy 
hen Is a laying hen" or "The laying 
hen is a busy hen," but are inclined to 
believe that there Is some truth in both 
expressions, so much so that neither 
expression should be used to the ex- 
clusion of the other. 


Location on the Roosts. 


A number 
of 
observations 
were 
made to determine the location of best 
hen at night while on the roo,st. 


The roosts were on a level; the point 
to be observed was to see if the high- 
laying hens selected any certain place 
to roost relative to the front or back. 


This series of observations indicated 
that there was no difference, for good 
hens were found on all parts of the 
roosts. 


Size of Comb. 


There is evidently a close relation 
between the comb and the reproduc- 


tive organs, for at the time one de- 
velops the other develops. 
But the 
size of the comb does not always prove 
to be a good guide in the selection of 
egg producers, but nearly every good 
layer has a comb of good size, variety 
considered. 


Many tests have been made by com- 
paring the birds in each pen, selecting 
the two out of ten having the largest 
combs and the two having the small- 
est combs, while the other six are con- 
sidered medium. 
Of course, there are 
some strains which have larger combs 
than others, but we consider the com- 
parative test fair to all pens. 


Comparing on a basis of 100 per 
cent for the highest producers, the 
average of 75 tests of all varieties 
shows medium-sized combs 100 per 
cent, largest combs 89 per cent and 
smallest combs 87 per cent. 


The good layers usually have me- 
dium-sized, 
well-developed 
combs, 
while many of the high layers have 
large combs, yet a large per cent of 
the noproducera 
have large combs, 
which makes it unsafe to select from 
size of comb alone. 


Molting Test. 


Questions are often asked as to 
which is the best hen, the one that 
molts early or the one that molts late. 


In order to determine this question, 
the month of October was taken as the 
month for observation. 


It was noted that of the hens which 
molted early would not lay in October, 
but the one which molted late might 
continue to lay during this month. 


It was noted that of the hens which 
laid the greatest number of eggs dur- 
ing October 76 per cent of them were 
the highest producers for the year. 


All hens which laid during October 
averaged 177 eggs per hen, while all 
hens which did not lay In October 
averaged 168 eggs per hen. 


The beat layers molt almost all over 
at once, which Is done late In the sea- 
n. 
The theory of this Is that the best 
hens have circulatory and 
digestive 
systems which are capable of doing a 
large amount of work, and when con- 
centrated on the building of either 
eggs or feathers the work Is done read- 
ily. 
This kind of a hen continues to 
produce eggs till winter forces her to 
molt. 


Although many of the points men- 
tioned are of value to the breeder who 
wants to improve his flock In a general 
way by weeding out the nonproductive, 
yet the only method of selection which 
can be relied upon definitely is the trap 
nest, and the trap nest which catches 
the hen and holds her till she is re- 
leased is the most satisfactory, for it 
is just as important to know the egg 
laid by a certain hen as It is to know 
that the hen laid, for It is in this way 
that we are able to pedigrree the chicks 
when hatched. 
The trapnest is the 
surest and best method of selecting 
the high egg producers. It la advisable 
to trapnest during the breeding season 
at least. 


GRADT FOR THE SKIM-MILK 
OAIiP. 


Calves are usually fed whole milk 
for two or three weeks, then gradual- 
ly changed to sklm-mllk. 
About the 
time of changing, begin to feed a little 
grain, but do not think that it is nec- 
essary to use oil meal or any other 
high-priced feed, high In protein, or 
fat. or both. 
Experience at the Mis- 
souri Agricultural Experiment Station 
shows that a mixture of two parts of 
com and one part of oats, by weight, 
gives as good results as oil meal and 
ready-mixed 
calf 
meals often 
pur- 
chased at much higher prices. 
Bran 
is not especially good for the young 
calf because it is too laxative. 
The 
grain mixture should be fed imme- 
diately after the milk, and 
neither 
should be fed too liberally or scours 
niay result. 


Hot-Weather Helps 


Homemade Fireless Cooker and Ice- 
less Refrigerator Add to the Com- 
fort of the Farm Home. 


Many home-made devices which add 
to the comfort of the housewife and 
members of the 
family ar^ being 
made and used ia demonstration work 
on the farm with splendid results. 


An Iceless refrigerator niay be sim- 
ply and cheaply made which is ex- 
cellent for cooling milk or water. The 
refrigerator 
consists 
of 
a 
wooden 
frame, covered with canton flannel or 
some similar material. 
It is desirable 
that the frame be screened, although 
this is not absolutely necessary. 
Wicks 
made of the same material as the 
covering rest in a pan of water an 
top of the refrigerator, allowing the 
water to seep down the sides. 
When 
evaporation takes place the heat is 
taken from the inside, with a conse- 
quent lowering of the temperature. 
On dry, hot days a temperature of 50 
degrees can be obtained In this re- 
frigerator. 
The following description 
will aid in the construction of this 
device: 


Make a screened case 
feet high 
with the other dimensions 12 by 15 
Inches. 
If a solid top Is used, simply 
place the water pan on this. 
Other- 
wise flt the pan closely into the open- 
ing of the top frame and support it 
by 1-Inch cleats fastened to the Inside 
of the frame. 
Place two movable 
shelves in the frame, 12 to 15 inches 
apart. 
Use a biscuit pan 12 inches 
square on the top to hold the water, 
and where the refrigerator is to be 
used Indoors have the whole thing 
standing in a large pan to catch any 
drip. 
The pans and case may be 
painted white, allowed to dry, and then 
enameled. 
A covering of white can- 
ton flannel should be made to flt the 
frame. Have the smooth side out and 
button the covering on the frame with 
buggy or automobile curtain 
hooks 
and eyes, arranged so that the door 
may be opened without unfastening 
these hooks. 
This can easily be done 
by putting one row of hooks on the 
edge of the door near the latch and 
the other Just opposite the opening 
with the hem on each side extended 
far enough to cover the crack at the 
edge of the door, so as to keep out 


Place the refrigerator in a shady 
place where the air will 
circulate 
around it freely. If buttons and but- 
tonholes are 
used 
on 
the 
canton 
flannel 
Instead of buergy hooks, the 
cost should not exceed 85 cents. 


A companion convenience to the 
Iceless refrigerator for the hot sum- 
mer days Is the fireless cooker, which 
may be made as follows: 


A wooden or tin lard pall, lined 
with two thicknesses of paper and 
provided with a close-fitting cover, 
may be used for the outside container 
of the cooker. 
Allow for S Inches of 
packing on all sides and at the bot- 
tom of the pail. 
A gallon oyster can 
will serve very well for the 
nest, 
which should be wrapped on the out- 
side next to the packing with asbestos 
and a;' piece of asbestos placed under 
the bottom to prevent the scorching 
of the packing when hot soap-stones 
are used. 
Shredded newspaper and 
excelsior make a good packing. 
Pack 
this very tightly around and to the 
top of the nest, the top of which 
should be about 3 inches below the lid 
of the outside container. 
A piece of 
cardboard cut to flt inside the lard 
can with a circle cut out of the center 
around the top of the oyster can or 
nest will hide the packing and make a 
neat finish. Place a 3-inch cushion of 
unbleached 
muslin, 
stuffed 
tightly 
with excelsior, on top of tho lid of 
the nest. 
When the top of the out- 
side container Is placed on and hooked 
down. It will be tight enough to cause 
a pressure. 
If a tin pall is used for 
the 
outside 
container, 
it 
may 
be 
enameled white, or a wooden pail 
stained brown, making a neat-looking 
appliance for any kitchen. 
Regular 
aluminum 
fireless 
- cooker 
utensils 
may be tised for cooking the food in 
the nest, but any kind of a vessel with 
a close-fitting top and one that fits 
closely in the nest is suitable.

the warm, outside air and retain the 
cooled air. 
This dress or covering will 
have to be hooked around the top edge 
also. 
Two double strips one-half the 
width of each side should be sewed on 
the top of each side and alloived to 
extend over about 2 ^ or 8 inches in 
the pan of water. 
The bottom of the 
covering should extend to the lower 
edge of the case. 


Repeated trials have shown 
that 
early fall plowing gives much better 
conditions for a crop of grain the fol- 
lowing year than late plowing gives. 
While August is a dry, hot month and 
other farm work presses. It is advis- 
able to do as much plowing as pos- 
sible. On clean land no further treat- 
ment is needed. 
On weedy land the 
August plowing should be followed 
by occasional disking or harrowing, 
or by replowlng in October. 


Such treatment destroys many of 
the weeds and pulverizes the soil, so 
that good supplies of plant food are 
available during the next season. 
In 
addition, it gives a longer plowing 
season and a chance to do better 
work. 
Early plowing and good plow- 
ing are Important steps in getting 
better than the average yield. 


POTATOES RUINED BY WRONG 
PLANTING. 


Potatoes, if planted shallow, take 
longer to mature, and are not as vig- 
orous, and do not give as big returns 
per hill as if set deep enough in the 
soil. 
The foliage is not as dense, or 
as well colored, and consequently the 
plant is not able to withstand drought 
or recover from insect ravages. 


NORMAL FOWLS. 


Overgrown fowls are no better in 
any particular than those of normal 
size. 
The breeding, care and selec- 
tion designed for increasing size, had 
better be devoted to the development 
of laying qualities and table quality 
instead of quantity. 


MULCHING— 
Prevents the growth of weeds. 
Retains moisture in the soil. 
Adds humus, one of the necessary 
elements. 


Danger From the White-Pine Blister Rost 
' 


In 1909 Immense Nambers of White Pine Seedlings Were Brovght Int« 
This Country From Europe and Widely Distributed Before thm 
Presence of This Destructive Disease on Them Was Discorere^» 


The whlte-plne blister rust Is a de- 
structive disease of the so-called white 
pines, that is, pines which bear their 
needles in bundles of five each. 
It is 
caused by a parasitic fungus similar In 
maiiy respects to the fungi that cause 
wheat rust and cedar apple rust Like 
those diseases, it requires two distinct 
kinds of host plants in order to com- 
plete its entire life. These are (1) the 
5-needle pine and (2) the wild and 
cultivated currants and gooseberries. 
Owners of planted 5-needle pine trees 
should watch for Indications of this 
serious disease. 


The first thing to do if you suspect 
your trees have this disease. Is to trace 
your trees definitely to the nursery 
where they were grown from seed. 
If 
the source or your pines cannot be de- 
termined or if they prove to have been 
imported,, consider them under sus- 
picion until you can have an expert in- 
spection made. 
The Bureau of Plant 
Industry, on application embodying a 
statement of such facts as are known 
to the owner or observer, will make 
an inspection or secure a competent 
Inspection free of charge. 


Inform your neighbors about this 
disease. 
Tell them if you think you 
see evidences of blister rust on their 
trees, and advise them what to do. 
Diseased trees on your neighbor's land 
are a source of danger to you. 
Send 
to the Agricultural 
Department 
at 
Washington, D. C., for Farmer's Bul- 
letin 742, and tell your neighbors to do 
the same. 


Look at all times of tho year for 
dead trees, dead top, or dead side 
branches on the pines. 
If any are 
found, look for a grlrdle of 
dead, 
cracked bark below the dead part. 


If trees are attacked while com- 
paratively young, that is, 25 years of 
age or less, it is extremely likely that 
the entire tree will be killed If the 
blister rust attacks it. 
If the tree is 
older than thin when the disease first 
take hold of it, branches and possibly 
the top central shoot will be killed. 


In Europe, where this disease has 
been known for sixty years, it has at- 
tacked many varieties of the 5-needle 
pines. 
There are twelve American 
5-needle pines and nine foreign ones. 
Any of these species may take this 
disease. 
The foreign species are of 
Importance, as they may be cultivated 
in this country for ornamental pur- 
poses. 


It is estimated that the valuation of 
the present stand of mature eastern 
white pine Is approximately $186,000,- 
000. 
In the western forests are two 
species of white pine which may be 
attacked by blister rust, namely, sugar 
pine and western white pine. 
The 
mature stand of these two is estimated 
to be worth $240,000,000. The reader 
can readily see the Importance of 
guarding our pines against this dis- 
ease. 
In 1915, serious and extensive 
outbreaks 
occurred 
in 
the 
eastern 
states. 
As the white pine, in many 
sections, at least, is much the most 
valuable tree now available for future 
forests. Its loss 
would 
be a 
real 
catastrophe, for no other tree can 
take its place. 


Every effort should be made to help 
in the control of this dreaded disease, 
and to prevent its becoming a per- 
manent menace to the white pine in 
the northeastern and the northwest- 
ern and western and southern sections 
of this country. 


The great forests of the west are 
so separated from the eastern forests 
by the arid Great Plains that the 


blister 
rust 
can 
reach 
them 
only 
through shipments of diseased nursery 
stock; consequently, the supreme im- 
portance 
of 
preventing 
such 
ship« 
ments. All 6-needle pine stock should 
be grown for seed In the general lo- 
cality where the 
trees are to 
be 
planted. 
Each 
state 
west of 
the 
Missouri 
River should 
Immediately 
enforce an absolute prohibition of the 
shipment of 6-needIe pines or of cur- 
rants or gooseberries from east of 
the Missouri and«Mississippi Rivera. 
Seed may be shipped with entire safety 
so far as this disease Is concerned. 
The importance of such state quaran- 
tines can not be too strongly urged.

CUI/m^ATlON OF MEDICINAIi

POISON IVY-REMEDIES FOR POISONING 


X most disagreeable accident which 
which may happen to you when out in 
the woods, is poisoning by poison ivy. 
?Phl8 is due to the leaves or twigs of 
this plant touching your hands or 
face or clothing. 
If you do not know 
tMuit poison ivy looks like, get some 
•Be to point out the shrub to you, and 
then you should try to keep as far 
away from it as possible. 
The leaves 
of this plant are Irregular, oval pointed 
and coarse toothed. 
They are always 
In groups of three. 
Never in groups 
of five as some people seem to think. 
The plant, which sometimes takes the 
form of a low shrub, sometimes a 
graceful vine, and again sending out 
horizontal branches like a tree, has 
clusters of small greenish white ber- 
ries. 


The poison is contained in an oil 
secreted by the plant, and which does 
not penetrate tho skin very rapidly. If 
one thinks he has been exposed he 
should wash the exposed parts with 
salt water or hot water and soap and 
afterwards bathe thoroughly with al- 
cohol or listerine. 
If you know you 
have touched poison Ivy, or even if 
you have been scrambling about in 
woods or patches of brush where ivy 
Is comomn, grive your hands a good 
washing and scrubbing with sand or 
mud, if there is no soap at hand, in 
the first stream or pool you come to. 
This may wash off the oil before it 
has had time to get through the nat- 
ural protective coaAtag of the skin. 


Direct contact with the poison ivy 
plant Is not always necessary to pro- 
«Bce poisoning, as the poison may be 
transferred from clothing, gloves, and 
Implements, also from towels used by 


Poison Ivjw 


those who have been in contact with 
the plant. 
When there is reason to 
believe that there ha« been an ex- 
posure to the poison, repeated wash- 
ing with warm water and strongly 
alkaline soap as soon as possible Is 
advisable. 


There is no one remedy that will 
cure all cases of Ivy poisoning, and In 
severe cases a physician should be 
consulted. 
Specialists of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have found the 
following methods and formulas uss- 
ful in many caess: 
At the outset, 
removal of the cause of the Irritation 
may be accomplished by cleansing the 


Inflamed surface repeatedly with al- 
cohol, or with a saturated solution of 
sugar of lead In alcohol, using a fresh 
bit of lint or absorbent cotton each 
time, to avoid spreading the irritant. 
The sugar of lead solution can not be 
used over extensive areas because of 
risk of lead poisoning. 
Covering the 
inflamed parts with lint or absorbent 
cotton 
kept 
constantly 
moist 
with 
limewater or with a saturated solu- 
tion of bicarbonate of soda will afford 
relief. 
When this can not be used, a 
simple ointment, such as zinc oxide 
ointment, is recommended. 
A solu- 
tion containing 1 ounce of fluid ex- 
tract of grindeiia to 1 pint of water 
applied on cloths and allowed to evap- 
orate may afford relief. 
Black wash, 
prepared by adding 1 dram of calomel 
to 1 pint of limewater, may be ap- 
plied two or three times a day, allowed 
to dry, and followed by zlnc-oxlde 
ointment. 
This treatment must be 
used with caution in extensive cases 
because of the poesibility of mercury 
poisoning. 
The acute Inflammation 
of Ivy. poisoning is sometimes followed 
by eczema and secondary Infections 
of the skin, which. In mild cases, will 
yield readily to treatment with bland 
antiseptic 
ointments. 
A 
formula 
highly recommended for ivy poisoning 
and often especially helpful at this 
stage is the following: 


Carbolic acid 
2 grams 


Resorcin 
2 grams 


Bismuth eubgallate 
4 grams 


Equal parts water and limewater 


to make 
2S0 o. c. 


This solution may be dabbed on the 
affected parts several times a day.

For the Betterment 


of the Dairy 


It seems like a strong statement to 
make, but it is no doubt true, as was 
said by the dairy commissioner of a 
great State dairy, that if the poorer 
half of the cows of the State were sold 
off the dairy profits of the State would 
be doubled. 


If but the better half of the cows 
were kept the feed consumed by the 
unprofitable ones would be raved, the 
work would be halved and the profits 
from those kept would be more than 
double those of the herds as now con- 
stituted. 


The volume of butter-and-milk pro- 
duction would be decreased, no doubt, 
if this course were pursued, and the 
consumer would be called upon to 
pay higher prices; hut tho dairyman 
would double his profits, and 
that 
should be the object sought In any 
business. 


And the farm. 
The dairyman who 
does not Improve his land every year 
must lie awake nights studying how 
to keep it from growing more fertile. 
Selling milk 
is about 
the 
hardest 
way to use a dairy farm, but he who 
sells butterfat sells nothing but sun- 
shine, for a ton of butter isn't worth 
a wagon load of stable manure as a 
fertilizer. They say it is worth about 
75 cents. 


HIGH-HHADED TREES 


FOR COLD CLIMATES. 


The 
tendency 
among 
successful 
apple growers at the present time is 
toward the medium or low-headed 
tree with the first branches 
about 
three feet from the ground. 
Such 
trees have many advantages and with 
modern implements of cultivation can 
be worked at njuch less expense +han 
formerly. 
In localities where deep 
snow is the rule, rather than the ex- 
ception, the tree with a higher head 
will, undoubtedly prove better adapted 
than one headed at less than four feet. 


THE SHiO. 


A sllo Is a good auxiliary In pro- 
viding for either . summer or winter 
feeding and. there are various meth- 
ods along the line of Intensive farm- 
ing which will enable owners of cat- 
tle to use less land and at the same 
time attain the results desired. 


MUSHROOMS AND THEIR CULTIVATION 


Under the most favorable circum- 
stances it Is unnecessary and undesir- 
able to water the Mushroom beds for 
several weeks after spawning, or until 
they are loamed or cased. 
If they 
dry out rapidly and some water is 
necessary. It should be given as a sur- 
face spraying, for water in quantity 
applied to the young spawn will almost 
invariably cause the latter to damp ofT. 


An examination of the bed about 
two weeks after spawning Is desirable, 
and if It is found that the spawn is 
"running" the beds may be cased with, 
loam. 
Casing consists in applying a' 
layer of loam from 1 to 1 
inches! 
deep to the surface of the bed. 
This 
loam should have been secured some 
time In advance and carefuly worked 
over or screened to get rid of the larg-. 
est pebbles, lumps, and trash. 
When 
applied it should be barely moist. Sub- 
sequently, if watered at all, it should 
be merely sprinkled in order to pi-e- 
Tent any 
drying 
out 
of 
the 
bed. 
Neither a heavy clay nor a i ^ d y loam 
«hould be used for casing purposes, 
but almost any other soil is good. 


As already stated, the 
spreading 
spawn should receive no water, or, 
at least, as little as possible. 
When, 
however, 
the 
mushrooms 
begin 
to 
appear, 
more 
water 
will 
be 
re- 
quired, and a light sprinkling may 
be given once or twice each week or 
as often as the conditions demand. 
Beds which come into bearing 
in 
proper 
condition 
should 
never 
be 
drenched. 
It has been found by ex- 
perience that under the most favor- 
able conditions a bed will require oc- 
casional sprinkling, since, owing to 
continued evaporation, there will be a 
gradual loss of water, at least after 
the 
mushrooms 
begin 
to 
appear. 
Sprinklings should be made after the 
mushrooms have been gathered, and

the loam disturbed by the removal 
of mushrooms should always receive a 
light sprinkling. 


When a bed has ceased to bear, or 
is no longer profitable commercially, 
i t should be taken down and every 
p à s c l e of the bedding and casing ma- 
terials removed from the cave, cellar 
or house. 
The manure is still valu- 
able for field and garden purposes, but 
it Is wholly useless and even dangerous 
for mushrooms because it Is not only 
exhausted with reference to mush- 
room growing, but may also harbor 
the diseases or enemies of the mush- 
room. 
When the bed is removed the 
house should be thoroughly cleaned, 
and. If possible, sprayed or fumigated. 
If conditions remain constant there is 
then no reason why another 
crop 
should not follow immediately. 


Under suitable conditions and with 
the exercise of constant vigilance as 
to general cleanliness, the mushroom 


I bed will seldom fall as a result of dls- 
i eases or insect depredations. 
Never- 
theless, every precaution should be 
taken to avoid these dlfilcultles. Some 
of the most common troubles reported 
in this country are caused by "Fog- 
ging off," black spot, fungous diseases^ 
mites, wood lice or "sow bugs," anally 
springtails and larvae of fliea. 


As the result of a serious case of 
mushroom poisoning in a mushroom 
grower's family recently, the mush- 
room specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture have Issued 
a warning to commercial and other 
growers of nrushrooms to regard with 
suspicion any abnormal 
mushrooms 
which appear in their beds. 
It seems 
j that occasionally sporadio forms ap- 
pear in mushroom beds, persist for a 
day or two, and then disappear. These 
are generally manure-Inhabiting sps- 
cies and may be observed shortly after 
the beds have been cased. 
In the in- 
stance cited, however, these fungi ap- 
peared in considerable numbers at tha 
time the edible Agaricus campestrls 
should have been ready for the mar- 
ket, and the dealer supposed it was 
probably a new brown variety and 
tried it in his own family. 
As a re- 
sult, flve persons were rendered abso- 
lutely helpless and were eaved after 
several hours only through the assist- 
ance of a second physician who had 
had experienoe with this type of poi- 
soning. 


In the opinion of the Department, 
thia case is peculiarly significant and 
demonstrates that the grower must be 
able 
to 
distinguish 
Agaricus 
cam- 
pestrls from any of the wild forms of 
mushrooms that may appear In the 
beds. 
Under the circumstances, the 
department 
strongly 
urges 
every 
grower to make himself 
thoroughly 
familiar with the cultivated species. 


SUMMER CARE OF HORSES^

ing propaganda campaigns against drink 
among their Avorkmen.

men who drink during Avorking hours;

to drink at any time; and practically 
all discriminate against drinkers in em- 
ploying and adA'ancing men. 
Br. Alex- 
ander Pleisher. supervisor of the Wel- 
fare division of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company, recentjfy received 
information from 50 of the largest em- 
ployers in 
the 
United 
States, and 
studied th^ benefit funds of 20 laj'ge 
corporations. 
The 
replies 
indicated 
nearly unanimous hostility to the drink- 
ing custom. 


Heart Disease Death Rate Rises Owing 
to the Fast Pace We Set. 


No people in the \yorld work as hard 
as Americans and the effect of this 
"pace that kills" is 
shoAvn in the rapidly 
Increasing- death rate 
from heart disease. 


Statistics show be- 
tAveen 1S95 a n d 
1900 
the average annua.1 
death rate from dis- 
eases of the heart 
per 100,000 Inhabltanls was 155. 


From 1900 to 1905 the rate increased 
to 158 per 100,000 people. 
From 1905 
to 1910, 169 persons out of each 100,000 
died from heart disease and from 1910 
to 1915 the average annual deat>h rate 
reached 214 for every 100,000 persons. 


These figures do not really represent 
all fatalities which might properly be 
attributed to heart disease. 


Many deaths from acute 
disease, 
pneumonia for instance, are influenced 
by a weakened condition of the heart, 
in the q,bsence of Ayhlch many people 
might have recovered, 


A large proportion of these heart 
troubles originates early in life and 
the patient is unaware of the exist- 
ence of any, dpfept. 
If the disease 
Avere recognized early, medical advice 
could be sought and those pursuits 
avoided, sucli as overstrain and over- 
exertipi» which tend to aggravate the 
trouble and hasten death. 


A systematic and careful examina- 
tion of sjchool children by medical in- 
spectors 
to' discpver 
these defects 
would gp a long way towards modify- 
ing the conditions and taeneflclal re- 
sults would ifpiloAy.

OME years ago a professor of mathematics 


at Oxford "University In England, reading 


of the "systems" that were exploited to beat the 
game at Monto Carlo, took up the matter of 
working out a gambling scheme for his own 
amusement. Beinp ignorant of tho rules gov- 
erning the" tables at Monaco he did not realize 
that a limit prevented any "doubling up" sys- 
tem being followed.

provide for doubling; each bet in case of loss.

•a the country becomes more thickly 
populated the methods of farming are 
changing from the extensive to the In- 
tensive, and as this change takes place 
It Is natural that the attention of the 
farmer is turned to quality as well as 
quantity. This rule applies to poultry 
the same as any other farm product 


The first step to Improve the quality 


of poultry was .the poultry show. The

We note that 


good egg yields are recorded In the 
north during any one season and about

Columbia averaged 181 eggs; Mlohl 
gan to Massachusetts, 142: Iowa to 
Pennsylvania, 188; Missouri to Vir- 
ginia, 168; Arkansas to Alabama, U5; 
and Texas, 170, while the pens com- 
ing from South Africa, New Zealand 
nd Australia averaged 146 eggs.

Of course, there are 
some strains which have larger combs 
than others, but we consider the com- 
parative test fair to all pens. 


Comparing on a basis of 100 per 
ent for the highest producers, the 
average of 75 tests of tul varieties 
hows medium-sized combs 100 per 
cent. largest combs 89 per cent and 
smallest combs 87 per cent. 


The good layers usually have me- 


dium-sized, 
well-developed combs, 


while many of the high layers have 
arge combs, yet a large per cent of 
the noproducers have large combs, 
which makes it unsafe to select from 
size of comb alone. 


Molting Test. 


Questions are often asked as to 


which Is the best hen, the one that 
molts early or the one that molts late. 


In order to determine thli question, 


the month of October was taken as the 
month for observation. 


It was noted that of the hens which 


molted early would not lay In October, 
but the one which molted late might 
continue to lay during this month. 


It was noted that of the hens which 


laid the greatest number of eggs dur- 
ing October 78 per cent of them were 
the highest producers for the year. 


All hens which laid during October 


averaged 177 eggs per hen, while al 
hens which did not lay In October 
averaged 153 eggs per hen.

An Iceless refrigerator may be sim- 


ply and cheaply made which Is ex- 
cellent for cooling milk or water. The 
refrigerator 
consists of a wooden 


'rame. covered with canton flannel or 
some similar material. It Is desirable 
hat the frarre be screened, although 
his Is not absolutely necessary. Wicks 
made of the same material as the 
covering rest In a pan of water in 
top of the refrigerator, allowing the 
water to seer down the sides. When 
evaporation takis place the heat is 
taken from the inside, with a conse- 
quent lowering of the temperature. 
On dry, hot days a temperature of 00 
degrees can be obtained In this re- 
frigerator. 
The following description 


will aid In the construction of this 
device: 


Make a screened case 
feet high 


with the other dimensions 12 by 1G 
Inches. If a solid top Is used, simplj 
place ths water pan on this. Other- 
wise fit the pan closely Into the open- 
Ing of the top frame and support It 
by 1-lnch cleats fastened to the Inside 
of the frame. 
Place two movable 


shelves In the frame, 12 to IB Inches 
apart. Use t biscuit pan 12 inches 
square on the top to hold the water, 
and where the refrigerator is to be 


Place the refrigerator In a shady 


place where the air will circulate 
around it freely. If buttons and but- 
tonholes are 
used on the canton 


flannel Instead of buggy hooks, the 
cost should not exceed 85 cent*. 


A companion convenience to the 


Iceless refrigerator for the hot sum- 
mer days Is the flroless cooker, which, 
may be made as follow*: 


A wooden or tin lard pall, lined 


with two thicknesses of paper and 
provided with a close-fitting cover, 
may be used for the outside container 
of the cooker. 
Allow for S Inches of 


packing on all sides and at the bot- 
tom of the pall. A gallon oyster can 
will serve very well for the nest, 
which should be wrapped on the out- 
side next to the packing with asbestos 
and a piece of asbestos placed under 
the bottom to prevent the scorching 
of the packing when hot soap-stones 
are used.

First Pullets to Lay. 


Some breeders contend that the flrst 


pullets to lay make the best egg pro- 
ducers. In order to try this test, th« 
pullets in each pen were taken as a 
flock, for In most cases they wer» the 
same age.

POISON IVY-REMEDIES FOR POISONING 


A most disagreeable accident which 


which may happen to you when out In 
the woods, la poisoning by poison ivy. 
!Ph!s IB duo to the leaves or twigs of 
thl* plant touching your hands or 
face or clothing. If you do not know 
Wliat poison Ivy looks like, get Borne 
•aa to point out the shrub to you, and 
ttan you should try to keep as far 
away from It as possible. The leaves 
of this plant are Irregular, oval pointed 
and coarse toothed. They are always 
In groups of three. Never In groups 
of five as some people seem to think. 
The plant, which sometimes takes the 
form of ,i low shrub; sometimes a 
graceful vine, and again Bending out 
horizontal branches liko a tree, has 
clustere of small greenish white ber- 
ries. 


Tho poison Is contained In an oil 


secreted by tho plant, and which does 
not penetrate tho skin very rapidly. If 
one thinks he has been exposed he 
should wash the exposed parts with

have touched poison Ivy, or even if 
you havs been scrambling about in 
woods or patches of brush where Ivy 
Is comomn. give your hands a good 
washing and scrubbing with sand or 
mud.
